Excellent preparation has become central con- 
cern. Religious teachers, their loyalty God’s cause, 
are eager meet reasonable requirements. 

What, then, should the nature such training?

These are com- 
prised under the intellectual, the professional, the psy- 
chological, and the personal aspect. The intellectual fea- 
ture pertains the teacher’s scholarship. Not only must 
she know accurately and comprehensively what she teaches 
but she should know more than that. Otherwise she will 
not have fertile background for illustration, application, 
and correlation. 

example this apparent teaching poetry. 
Poetry means rhythm, rhyme, and picturesque dic- 
tion can made very appealing young children. The 
teacher who studied college has extensive field 
from which explain beautiful words, thoughts, and 
emotions well motivate commenting the 
poet’s purpose style. She can deftly unlock the mystery 
the rhyme scheme. short, when the children see how 
much she finds the poem, they will induced look 
for similar effects.

The higher elucidates the lower. distinguishes keenly 
between essentials and nonessentials lessons; fur- 
nishes survey the whole subject and allows fitting 
perspective for related topics. Culture and the capacity 
think intensely are necessary traits. 


Importance Technique 


The professional element applies the technique 
teaching. Power teach effectively and economically 
secured methodology. Method is, after all, merely the 
process doing. Evidently, there must efficient 
inefficient way accomplishing everything. Hence, 
teachers should strive discover the best methods. 
Talent trained produces great art. Method help, not 
hindrance. Resourcefulness and experience will enable 
the teacher determine and vary requisite technique. 

For instance, methodology states the importance 
drill. Young teachers are apt either neglect drill 
continue too long the same fashion. Variety attracts. 
you are drilling the multiplication table have sev- 
eral devices. one time draw ladder the board. Let 
the variable numbers written the rungs the 
ladder and let the pointer have attached card 
whereon printed “2.” When you point rung, the 
class individual will give the answer. another 
time use castle. Let the variables appear the windows 
the building. Use the same pointer and proceed 
before. This appeals, further, the play instinct chil- 
dren. They like games. Moreover, through them they 
learn with considerable ease and satisfaction. wonder 
wise teachers use them. 


Pupil Activity 
part. Teaching must cause others know and grow. 
Unless beginning teachers realize this, they will talk too 
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much the class instead securing pupil activity. Max- 
imum pupil activity stressed today, for the child learns 
making his own effort. Furthermore, eager 
things. Methodology advises you capitalize this tend- 
ency. For example, let them compile scrapbooks. project 
history would permit them collect, optionally, pic- 
tures, clippings, poems, and anecdotes relating de- 
sired topic.

General methodology would demonstrate that punish- 
ment must constructive. you consider that the fol- 
lowing teacher applied this principle? pupil who always 
erred past participles offended once more saying, 
have wrote the sentences.” Forthwith she told him 
copy have written” one hundred times. completed 
the task. Here are the contents the note which left 
the teacher’s desk: have wrote have written’ 100 
times. Now have broke pencil.” 


Understanding the Pupil 


The psychological qualification refers the 
understanding the pupil. She should consider the child 
physically, mentally, emotionally, morally, and spiritually. 
The child’s notions are very different from the adult’s. 
Often while the teacher explaining geography, the child 
wondering whether teacher ever were just little girl. 
The teacher should familiar with the laws psychic 
development. All sound pedagogy based phychology. 
Besides, she should endeavor gain insight into indi- 
viduals, that she may apply profitably general laws 
mental and moral training. Remedy follows diagnosis, 
while diagnosis depends knowledge particular cases. 

For instance, when pupils fail, teacher may either 
regard them mentally retarded may blame herself. 
Yet neither may the case. the teacher conferred 
privately with the unsuccessful pupil, she might discover 
that the child comes from poverty-stricken home, that 
has little nourishing food, and that has place 
study quietly. How can unfavored pupil make normal 
progress? The teacher needs encourage and help him. 
remarkable that really has made any effort. Se- 
verity the part the teacher would crushing blow. 
Defective hearing another reason for dullness, guessing, 


and delayed obedience. misunderstanding teacher, 


ing harshly, might provoke resentment child. Indeed, 
behavior problem might easily originate here. Seldom 
are the behavior problems school children rooted 
malice. health, uncontrolled anger, minor mental dis- 
orders, bad example home, and desire attract atten- 
tion may contribute child’s misconduct. The remedy 
would determined the cause. 


Don’t Scold 


Teachers need conscious the child well 
the curriculum. Which these two teachers will secure 
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better results? pupil, having been questioned the 
date the settlement Rhode Island, replied, “It was 
about 1600.” One teacher answered, “Wrong! was 
1636. Why didn’t you study carefully?” Another teacher 
answered, “Well, that’s pretty close. Come now, can’t you 
try give the exact date?” Which helps the child 
more mentally and morally? 

Prospective teachers need convinced that they 
should not frighten pupils. Fear already too prominent 
many children and may deter them from 
Foolish threats are ridiculous, for somehow children are 
sure that they cannot flayed alive, whatever “flayed” 
means! Often, truly, earnest teacher makes mistakes, 
because she neglects the psychological factor. She need 
not, either, continuously analyzing pupils. Her 
ligent sympathy and gentle firmness will evoke their con- 
fidence and co-operation. 


The Teacher’s Personality 


personality important? great teacher communicates 
more than information. Even unconsciously she exerts 
marked influence. Consequently, all educators expect her 
endowed with strong character and high ideals. 
Pupils discern and imitate. fact, few adults perceive 
how alert children are. Perhaps this boy’s father would 
have been amazed hear the following story about his 
son, Johnny. Johnny, who had broken off branch one 
his father’s trees, was reproved his sister. 
she inquired, “do you suppose father would say, 
knew you did that?” Johnny replied once, “Oh, 
say trees aren’t made well now they were before the 

Tact, resourcefulness, enthusiasm, justice, gentle deci- 
sion, and virtue are vital. tactful teacher who knows 
that habitual late comer desires take charge the 
blackboard will assign him the task putting out the 
chalk immediately before class. will there it, 
too! tactless teacher would deprive him all black- 
board privileges punishment. Who assists him form 
the habit arriving early? tactful teacher knows how 
praise and correct properly. She might return com- 
position with this comment “Spelling poor grammar 
good” “Grammar improved but could better.” 


Just and Impartial 


just teacher who gives little Freckleface smiles and 
encouragement willingly she does little Percival 
wins the respect her class. They expect her rebuke 
Percival also, ever does neglect his homework! 
Pupils will forgive much, justice prevails. Otherwise, 
they lose confidence the teacher. noble life, radiating 
much the truth, goodness, and spiritual beauty 
which she speaks will uplifting force. Catholic teach-

Adequate Training for Teachers 


These, then, are the four pedagogical requisites. How 
shall they provided? Scholarship would require three 
years college, preferably baccalaureate degree. Pro- 
fessional skill would advanced educational theory 
and practice. Such courses are given normal schools 
teachers’ colleges. New York State longer approves 
elementary training liberal arts colleges. The desirable 
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time three years. all these courses the practical, 
functional atmosphere must evident. The essential 
qualifications already discussed should held definite 
aims before prospective teachers. Thus the interdepend- 
ence theory and practice will realized. Educational 
psychology, principles, philosophy, and history educa- 
tion explain the “why” teaching. The “how” demon- 
strated general and special methods. General method 
should include laws teaching, lesson types and plans, 
projects, socialization, classroom hygiene, management, 
discipline, and character formation. Special method con- 
cerns the presentation specific subjects, such arith- 
metic and spelling and reviews content. Observation and 
practice teaching complete the technical program. 

The latter courses will put student teachers posi- 
tion see pedagogical laws applied and apply them 
themselves. observing they should have specified ob- 
jectives. For instance, they should try discover what 
was the aim lesson and whether the assignment flowed 
from the lesson. They should write clear reports the 
observation and express their reactions. During practice 
teaching they will appreciate the advisability profes- 
sional code involving loyalty, service, and respect rela- 
tion principals, colleagues, and pupils. 


The Human Element 


The psychological feature may furthered mean- 
ingful study books and children. The books should in- 
clude general and child psychology. The classroom and the 
playground should furnish beneficial situations. little 
psychology plus ardent love God and souls will 
effect more than abundant mental analysis alone. Simple, 
kind interest wins the child, while cold scrutiny repels 
him. Self-knowledge, too, yields discernment human na- 
ture. simple plan for acquiring knowledge pupils 
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keep file small cards which each one’s name 
written. Note under each name the good and the weak 
points, school progress, your treatment, and the result. 
Teachers should encouraged remembering that they 
are thus aiding children unfold their God-given powers. 
How shall the last dynamic trait attained? in- 
volves the comprehension and the practice moral princi- 
ples and ideals. The grace God and human effort are 
pivotal elements. Frequent self-denial little things 
paves the way for character strengthening the will. 
Catholics who imbibe the mind and the heart the 
Church have marvelous advantages here. Religious teach- 
ers have the opportunity drink copiously the waters 
the spirit. The spiritual life the reservoir fruitful 
achievement. teacher, steeped God, will potent 
assisting children develop mentally and morally.

Vocational Guidance School 


Rev. Graham, O.P. 


Note. This paper properly designated Vocational 
Guidance High School.” deals with the important but sub- 
ordinate problem vocational guidance. does not deal with the 
larger and more important which, however, 
educational guidance. The author raises interesting 
question the aristocratic character the Catholic high school 
with its tuition and cost textbooks contrasted with 
the public school with tuition and absolutely free textbooks. 
this consistent with the Catholic spiritual and educational purpose? 
the current literature guidance there are 
found many guidance programs.* These programs 
range from that adapted the needs the elemen- 
tary school that the college. Some are too compre- 
hensive, embracing they entire city county 
school others are too they are designed 
meet the needs only particular rural county school. 
Still others are designed supply need the junior 
high school, while one here have reference Brewer’s 
program stated his Education Guidance too 
radical departure from the traditional warrant im-

mediate adoption, such plan desirable has been 
proposed when educational authorities are unprepared 
make the necessary changes. all these programs there 
are phases which are good and desirable and other phases 
which are experimental and which the future will improve 
will discard completely. However, none are adaptable 
their entirety the Catholic high school for which 
would formulate program. the program would de- 
sign, some the methods and techniques have been bor- 
rowed from the programs which have come under ob- 
servation, others are devised meet the particular needs 
the private school. 

The private school this paper will mean the Catholic 
high preparatory school. The Catholic high-school sys- 
tem was devised meet the religious and educational 
needs Catholic boys and girls the adolescent period. 
Here, some the circumstances and situations which are 
peculiar the students the Catholic high school are 
briefly pointed out. Since the various schools the system 
depend for the most part upon tuition fees for their exist- 
ence, readily understood that their student bodies, 
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great extent, will come from families which are well- 
to-do which possess average better than average 
amount this world’s The intellectual advantages 
such students enjoy are perhaps better than average be- 
cause their home environment lends itself better intel- 
lectual pursuits. This does not mean that every student 
has high I.Q. fact, there are those who are below 
average intelligence, fact due times lack 
capacity and times because the student the pro- 
verbial “spoiled pampered child” because lacks 
proper home motivation personal incentive and am- 
bition. Students the Catholic high school either continue 
aspire continue their studies institutions higher 
learning, fact which must taken into consideration 
any guidance program. The above description though 
brief gives sufficient background understand the Cath- 
olic high school and the characteristics the students 
formulate very definite program guidance. 


Necessity for Guidance 


perhaps would best first establish rather point 
out the need for it. All educators recognize the necessity 
for guidance our educational system. longer 
considered educational fad. There definite place for 
every public and private school. The scope its 
work and the extent which will developed will 
determined the needs the community and the re- 
sources the school system. guidance effort 
help the student choose, plan his preparation for, enter 
into, and make progress his vocation and this the 
design for the private school program which will attain 
these ends. 

The environment the “best homes” often means too 
little responsibility and none the self-discipline which 
brings out the hidden powers man. Guidance can and 
should meet this problem and cope with such 
manner overcome these difficulties. Another impor- 
tant factor which demands guidance program the fact 
that too often the parents the students decide for them 
their vocations. While true that the parents should 
advise and help the child, the final analysis the 
pupil properly guided who should make the decision. All 
too many parents have been the cause misfits the pro- 
fessions and misdirected and wrecked careers because 
the fact that they have guided the child without suffi- 
cient knowledge his abilities and interests because 
they would satisfy whim seek fulfill ambition. 
Since this fault found not infrequently the parent 
better than average financial circumstances private 
schools would well inaugurate program which 
would aim not only helping the student but also 
aiding the parent guiding the child. Private schools 
since their very inception have concerned themselves with 
guidance but have restricted their efforts chiefly through 
the religious vocation. This together with the isolated 
efforts the individual teacher has been the extent 
guidance our Catholic school system. From these few 
facts clearly seen that guidance program neces- 


Mt is unfortunately true that, because of tuition charges and cost of textbooks. 
many poor Catholic families cannot send their children Catholic high schools, 
and some others cannot afford even the small tuition charges. This often seems 
violate the principle Catholic education for all Catholic children. Editor.

private school. 


Administration Guidance 


The next point consider the administration 
guidance. Guidance not isolated factor education. 
not separate department but should have place 
all departments. Each department has for its objective 
the preparation the student for his lifework. This one 
the chief aims guidance program and, consequently, 
guidance should considered each department, and 
some instances modify, not supplement, the work the 
department. consequence, every member the ad. 
ministration well each teacher should have 
the administration guidance. the organization 
the program, the principal the school found the 
first place. defines, and directs the policies the 
school. His sympathies must favor guidance 
program and his co-operation active and energetic the 
execution such program. too much expect him 
take active part counseling, the detailed ad- 
ministration guidance, for his multitudinous duties 
administrator, prohibit him from doing justice the 
work. Important, however, his choice and selection 
counselor who has had the necessary training and ca- 
pable every way fulfill his duties. 

The major part the work guidance rests upon the 
guidance counselor. should keen student human 
nature, and must have knowledge the adolescent and 
sympathetic understanding problems that period. 
should possess the ability win the students’ confi- 
dence and should never instill fear, for this defeats the 
very purpose his office. should have sense ap- 
praisal abilities and knowledge tests designed 
discover aptitudes and interests. should acquainted 
with professional and occupational activities and should 
prepared give information the advantages and 
disadvantages which are found the different fields 
life’s activities. Not the least important his qualifica- 
tions knowledge teachers’ problems and deep 
sympathy with them. This quality lends small meas- 
ure the success guidance program. 

guidance program depended only upon principal 
and his guidance counselor, there would, perhaps, very 
little likelihood success. important role played 
the teachers the academic subjects, the moderators 
the different clubs, and the coaches the various sports 
and activities. Besides the fact that the guidance program 
has for its end the developing the whole individual and 
each these school officials plays important part 
that development, often happens that the judgment 
these officials, supplementing that the counselor, enables 
him make accurate analysis the student. With 
such co-operation the counselor better position 
counsel and advise. Different activities which the stu- 
dent engages himself bring out different traits character 
and leadership and often disclose latent talents and abil- 
ities. These traits and talents would remain unknown 
the counselor the active co-operation the members 
the teaching and coaching staffs could not had. 
Sometimes happens that the co-operation faculty 
members wanting not because the members are unsym- 
pathetic the movement because they lack interest 
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the students, but chiefly because they are engrossed 
their own subjects that little time left for the 
consideration other school problems. hoped 
that our teachers will find time give some considera- 
tion and much sympathy program which can and 
should much for the student. 

With the inauguration program new school 
there equipment needed for its development and growth. 
The equipment should neither costly nor elaborate. 
There should office set aside for the counselor where 
may conduct his interview with the students, parents, 
moderators, teachers, and school officials. There should 
cabinets, large enough hold brief, yet adequate, 
system record cards. counselor should aim min- 
imum records and maximum guidance. There 
should more less extensive list tests depending 
the needs the school. These tests should include in- 
telligence, achievement, personality, aptitude, and any 
other tests which might lead better understanding 
the pupil. The guidance library, practical, must 
find place for books relating vocations, occupations, 
and professions, well those which treat study 
habits, and the discovery abilities and talents. such 
library complete without catalogs colleges which 
the boy might wish go. This does not mean that cat- 
alog every college the country should the li- 
brary shelves, but only those which the graduate might 
interested. 


Kinds Guidance 


The type guidance which such program more read- 
ily lends itself twofold, group and individual. For 
the first type regular class should inaugurated and 
conducted periods minutes. Since the major- 
ity the students the private schools college, 
larger proportion the time should taken with 
what known educational guidance. The different pro- 
fessions should studied, the necessary training and 
preparation should discussed, and the advantages and 
disadvantages each should treated. Class discussion 
should encouraged. The professions studied and 
the colleges treated could with profit left the dis- 
cretion the students, not forgetting that the subject 
matter should consonant with the needs and problems 
the pupil. the consideration the different colleges, 
all phases college life should considered. Too much 
stress should not placed upon the social advantage 
college, yet often wise give thought the fact that 
the contacts formed that period are lasting and con- 
sequently are great advantage the business and pro- 
fessional worlds later life. 


Occupational Information 


regard the occupational information given, 
there are textbooks which could used not much for 
study purposes but rather act guides the study 
occupations. The United States Census Bureau classi- 
fies occupations under nine different headings. This classi- 
fication will form subject matter for class discussion suffi- 
cient the needs the group. Even though the greater 
percentage students college, the study occupa- 
tions should prove very beneficial them. Very often the 
only information they will ever receive about the laboring 
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classes will through this class study occupations. 
Consequently, this class should aim greater under- 
standing and deeper sympathy with that great multitude 
people known the laboring class. the study oc- 
cupations and professions some help fuller under- 
standing and knowledge them may gleaned from 
visits great industrial plants, hospitals, courts, offices, 
and salesrooms large business concerns. Another factor 
which should prove beneficial such program ad- 
dresses the pupils assembly brief talks class 
periods men who have found success and know how 
present requisites high-school mind. Care must 
taken regard these talks and addresses, for too often 
the speaker far above the comprehension the high- 
school level, and consequently the only thing effected 
the waste time. 


Conferences with Students 


regard the second type guidance, that is, indi- 
vidual guidance, two kinds may distinguished guid- 
ance through solicited conferences and guidance through 
unsolicited conferences. the first, the student seeks the 
counselor friend and goes him for advice. Advice 
may sought for any the problems which face 
the student his school life. may regard his 
vocation, his studies, his relations with his teachers 
with his fellow students. Here success depends upon the 
qualifications the counselor. can obtain the con- 
fidence the student and treat the problem with sym- 
pathetic understanding the battle won, and most 
cases the problem solved. Guidance through unsolicited 
conferences, becomes necessary when student sent 
the counselor some teacher school official. This type 
guidance presents far greater difficulties than the first. 
rule, when such interview with the counselor takes 
place, the student the defensive and sometimes 
rebellious. ready defend some course action 
has taken rebels against what considers the 
high-handedness the one who sent him the counse- 
lor’s office. Such conference the part the counselor 
demands patience and prudence. very often best, that 
such cases inflict penalty —if has that power 
rather reason and kindness bring the student 
reasonable way thinking and consequently right 
way acting. The counselor must not forget that student 
problems involving third person should never defi- 
nitely solved without consultation with the person 


Parents 


important phase guidance program guidance 
through and oftentimes guidance the parents. this 
end the organization parental groups should effected. 
Two such groups have been formed Fenwick High 
School Oak Park, Illinois, and have proved their worth 
aids guidance program. These clubs are way 
concerned with the formation the schools’ policies 
administration. They are simply independent organizations 
which aid bringing about fuller realization the 
ends and aims the school. They are called the Fathers’ 
and Mothers’ Clubs. Each has its own officers, holds its 
own meetings, and conducts its own activities. The 
Mothers’ Club meets once month which meetings 
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members the faculty and others address the club. Teas, 
socials, and card parties which the members the 
faculty are invited are held regular intervals. this 
way the faculty members become acquainted with the 
mothers the students and better understanding 
school problems and the different pupils’ interests and 
ambitions very frequently result. 

the members the Fathers’ Club, the school extends 
the use its gymnasium and swimming pool. The Club 
holds two meetings weekly, both which are devoted 
athletics while once month business meeting called 
“Athletic Night,” that the semiweekly meetings, the 
fathers play handball, volley ball, and indoor baseball, 
and make use the swimming pool. Different members 
the faculty participate these activities, and have 
opportunity coming closer contact with the 
fathers the pupils. these evenings the office the 
vocational counselor open. receives the fathers and 
interviews them the different phases their children’s 
school, home, and social life. Through this club obtains 
speakers address assemblies and guidance classes, and 
many other ways the work the school benefitted 
and enhanced. word, every Catholic high school, 
should find place for Mothers’ and Fathers’ Club its 
program and should make these clubs integral part 
school organization. These clubs give the parent active 
and concrete interest the work the school. They 
enable the school faculty come better understand- 
ing the student, and they promote spirit co-opera- 
tion between the faculty and parents which has for its 
purpose the end guidance, the optimum development 
the individual. 

The last step guidance program known place- 
ment and follow-up. high school where most the 
students enter college, this placement will concern itself

chiefly with the different colleges which graduates might 
interested. the duty the counselor see that 
the student enters the college best suited obtain the ful- 
fillment his ambitions. check follow-up system 
the progress made different graduates useful and 
necessary for proper guidance. Contacts with the different 
colleges are easily made, and all information regarding the 
students given merely for the asking. The placement 
positions students whose education ends with high 
school more than difficult these depression days. 
However, Fathers’ Club, numbering among its members 
men who have found success the business and indus- 
trial world can great assistance this placement 
work. fact, when the present crisis over, not too 
much hope that through the efforts such club 
all placements can satisfactorily made. 

Such proposed program guidance for the Cath- 
olic high schools. mind wide enough its 
concept and detailed enough its forms adaptable 
any our secondary schools. The methods and tech- 
niques have been tried and found successful. Some them 
can altered new ones can introduced circum- 
stances and local conditions demand. But that beside 
the point. not much the question “Which guidance 
program shall adopted?” the question “Shall guid- 
ance adopted?” the answer the latter question 
the affirmative then let inaugurate strong, vigorous 
system based the principles sound philosophy and 
the Catholic concept education. the firm con- 
viction that when such program instituted every 
Catholic high school then only can point with pride 
our graduates and say are the products our 
system education persons completely prepared inso- 
far secondary education concerned for life and 
for life hereafter.”

preparing the prelection explanation the author, the 
Ratio teacher will seek for opportunities exercise more 

than the memory information. Eye and ear. 
imagination and taste, judgment, reason, and critical faculties 
should have chance work upon the author lively co-opera- 
tion. The students will express their views about the author 
the author. The precepts style which belong 
the grade the class are specifically and systematically 
illustrated, while other points style may commented upon 
informally. The rules grammar and the excellences transla- 
tion for Latin and Greek, the subjects earlier drill, will 
succeeded later drill the precepts style and rhetoric. 
The author’s text work art, not subordinated its 
analysis any specific science but studied detail that every 
part focused upon the whole and not radiated specialty. 


The Teacher, the Commentator 

Under the guidance these principles the teacher approaches 
his text. From them learns what treat, what pass over, 
and what dwell upon class drill. Diligent preparation de- 
manded. “It will most helpful that the teacher should not 
speak without order and the spur the moment but should 
give what has carefully written out class. should read 
beforehand the whole book speech teaching” (Reg. 
Com. 27). the teacher cultivated powers observation 
able furnish his own commentary, there will freshness 
and enthusiasm and conviction, often lacking the warmed-over 
commentaries others. Repeated reading and the noting what 
has been discovered will gradually train the teacher recogni- 
tion and appreciation the author’s art. Modern commentators 
the classics Greek, Latin, and English have not, rule, 
the same purposes the Ratio, and their commentary not 
always suited the cultivation the powers expression. 
editing the poets, more attention paid the form, but prose 
authors the contents are chiefly discussed. Even the poets the 
commentary the text proper chiefly interpretation, 
readings, points history, and archeology, while the artistic 
appreciation omitted relegated elsewhere. Take Sedgwick’s 
Virgil for example. his indexes all the figures Virgil are 
referred and put under their proper headings. The character- 
istics style are there numbered and arranged. the introduc- 
tion there collection passages borrowed from other authors 
and discussion the similes and other points. The Ratio 
teacher will take all this from index and introduction and put 
the notes the text while may relegate the varied erudi- 
tion the introduction appendix. 

Histories literature will some cases give the characteristics 
authors and appreciation their art. Mure’s History 
Ancient Greek Literature gives excellent study Homeric 
characters and fine treatment his art. Arnold’s famous essay, 
Translating Homer, inspires enthusiasm but his generalizations 
are broad that they cannot well applied the short passages 
discussed class. For English the Scots are the best rhetoricians. 
fact, with the exception Whateley, who practicaily tran- 
scribes Quintilian, the leading English rhetoricians are Scots. 
Minto’s English Prose has detailed studies 
and Quincey with briefer treatment others. Moulton’s 
Library Literary Criticism contains collection fine criti- 
cisms standard English authors. Frederic Harrison Studies 
Early Victorian Literature has stylistic study, quite the 
spirit the Ratio, Macaulay’s well-known 
paragraph. not all Catholic would wish, but the art 
the paragraph made more than its matter. 
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The older commentators the classics had composition always 
view. Gwatkin the introduction his edition the “First 
Demosthenes says Rhedantz, whose notes 
giving English, makes grammatical and lexical ex- 
planations subordinate the analysis the far-more-praised 
than demonstrated eloquence Demosthenes. The peculiar prin- 
ciple his edition, Professor Blass says, preponderance 
rhetorical and esthetical explanation, and his preface and else- 
where Rhedantz insists frequent reading aloud and learning 
heart essential proper understanding the author.” 
The practice Rhedantz based upon the age-old tradition 
learning quite what the Ratio wants, but Rhedantz unhappily 
exception. Father William Fox, S.J., his edition Demos- 
thenes’ “Crown Speech” and the “Speech for the Megalopoli- 
tans,” follows the best traditions giving oratorical commen- 
tary oration. Moritz Mesehler, S.J., speaking the educa- 
tion the imagination regrets that esthetic commentary and 
verse writing have left the schools, supplanted grammar and 
the teaching the poets (Katholischer 
105). 

There are other helps essays and separate treatises which 
teacher may avail himself preparing his prelection, but 
when all said, the teacher will ultimately the best commen- 
tator the style his text. his first attempts the author 
not result any brilliant discoveries, will gradually im- 
prove and with successive readings his text, the beauties, the 
characteristics the author, his art, his genius will stand out 
the text and form part living and enthusiastic explanation. 


The Formula and Outline 

Guided right principles, helped sources, and trained 
observe, the teacher comes the formula the prelection 
laid down the Ratio. This formula will well, rule, 
follow. formula plan prevents vagueness, promotes order, 
and ensures thoroughness. Even actual teaching variety and 
the importance certain features should call for change order 
emphasis, still the written plan will permanent service. 
The however, should always flexible and vital, not 
mechanical and lifeless. The teacher may not possess the dramatic 
powers Father Tabb, who said almost have embodied 
Shelley’s “Skylark” when explaining the poem, yet his imagina- 
tion may vivid enough suggest least that Cicero 
Demosthenes. will have realized the contents the text 
such fashion that may shadowy rhapsodist Homer 
protagonist play Sophocles. The formula, then, 
excellent, but for the text, not the text for the formula, and 
though interest and enthusiasm must guided, they surely 
should not stifled. 

Every part the prelection formula value, and when 
interpreted the Ratio principles and the light experience 
every statement becomes suggestive and fertile results. The 
Ratio condensed summary educational wisdom re- 
stored something its original wealth and fullness medita- 
tion and practice. Take the very first point the prelection, 
called the argumentum. This the summary gist the whole 
passage; contains the logical subject, what the author talking 
about, and the logical predicate, what the author asserts the 
subject. See What can made that point.

The ability 
comprehend tested the argumentum. fact, modifica-

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classified. The argumentum indispensable; the first re- 
quisite all commentary. The sense sentence, paragraph, and 
stanza the prime requisite good prelection. 

The educational vaiue the argumentum undoubtedly 
great. How can used practice? the teacher gives 
diffuse explanation, rivalry may excited having the students 
suggest the best title, the most striking headline, the briefest 
but most apt statement what has been explained. The topic 
sentence paragraph its argumentum. may restored 
from omission from change. What running title should put 
the top the page? Write fixed number words 
summary for newspaper for night letter speech 
play, combining the argumenta the parts. Make index 
table contents poem essay. Valuable lessons propor- 
tion and subordination are taught these practices. sum- 
maries long composition students are usually too diffuse 
the first part and too condensed the latter parts their 
composition. 

Another practice, stimulating though difficult, state the 
argumentum and ask the class conjecture the development. 
From summary the students may forecast the full form the 
actions character the next act drama, the de- 
nouement story and play. 

still more profitable use the argumentum consists com- 
paring the brief expression with the unabridged passage and 
realizing thus the artistic qualities the whole. Pseudo-Longinus 
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his essay “On the Sublime,” 16, states the “Oath Demos- 
thenes” Speech,” 208) the plainest and briefest way 
and then points out the excellences due the art Demosthenes. 
Rollin his Traites des Etudes uses similar plan display 
the art Livy. The simple facts the famous fight the 
Horatii and Curiatii (Liv. 24) are outlined and each step 
Livy’s full presentation studied detail. ode satire 
Horace, the general, abstract, colorless argumentum can set 
beside the particular, concrete pictures the complete poem. 
The scientific expression truth, which brief and matter 
fact and akin the outline, has often been contrasted with 
the poetic expression like truth (Model English, 109). 
student asked send night letter one hundred words 
outlining play Shakespeare, the composition will reveal the 
powers the student and may give new ideas the play. The 
outline (Model English, 39) descriptions furnishes another 
illustration the same feature the prelection. 

The inventive ingenuity teacher and student will suggest 
other ways using the argumentum. Poe’s explanation the 
growth his poem, “The Raven,” may read, although some 
critics refuse take Poe seriously when professes have 
evolved the poem from the one word, “nevermore.” 

Only one element the Ratio’s formula for the prelection has 
been developed. The other elements are capable even larger 
development. (Reg. Com. 27; Rhet. 8.)*

His presentation the grammatical forms and 
syntax liturgical Latin brief, clear, but the whole adequate, 
and his selections for reading are generous that users the book 
will not only get practice reading, but will also become acquainted 
with many gems the liturgy itself. the best the elemen- 
tary grammars designed give English-speaking students reading 
knowledge the liturgy that have far appeared. While the little 
work obviously intended for instructing religious the elements 
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liturgical Latin, might well find good use among lay students who 
should strongly encouraged not required obtain some familiarity 
with the language the liturgy and thus led have deeper and 
more intelligent interest the beauties their religion and culture.

Yet even that sight there 
disconcerting element. The precept the Church that the faith- 
shall hear Mass, yet far onlooker can judge, the majority 
adults are accomplishing but partial fulfillment their presence 
the congregation whole appears passive. Unhappily, our young 
people present more reassuring They seem lack 
sufficient knowledge appreciation follow intelligently and rev- 
erently the great sacrificial act which they are admitted partic- 
ipants. This but one the many instances which would lead 
doubt whether the sacrifices made for distinctly Catholic education 
are being rewarded.

Every 
agency the Catholic Church, including the Catholic 
colleges and universities, should helpful every way 
make that foundation our work stronger, more sub- 
stantial, and more adequate. 

Nor must forget the two million Catholic children 
not Catholic schools. They must competently 
trained. Makeshifts, mechanical techniques for handling 
large numbers, will not place genuine education. 
Nor will statistics that many children have been 
reached. The important thing how effectively have they 
been taught. 

There even more ultimate foundation, the train- 
ing parents, particularly mothers. must give mothers 
more intimate and realistic knowledge the faith, and 
they must translate into life, first, their own lives 
and then that their children. Sunday preaching, 
form adult education, ought have this mind 
major object. Retreats for mothers should definitely con- 
centrate this point. possible, too, use techniques 
for the continual training mothers that are similar 
methods used the training teachers-in-service. These 
are not merely methods training technique but 
spiritual formation. These are adaptations the Ignatian 
method the condition homelife, but accord with 
its actual spirit the Spiritual Exercises. 

are not doing either these educational services 
manner befitting our high destiny. Why not concentrate 
it? The questions social programs leave for later 
discussion.

scious this intimate fellowship through 
vital experiences which really 
concerned. 

How shall provide this experience? 
First all, create his mind genuine 
desire for such friendship, overflow 
deep inward feeling that craves expres- 
sion. This can done the manner 
well the matter our telling about 
God. Usually child absorbed 
story, completely entranced because its 
dramatic appeal. This may strengthened 
the tone voice, selection words, 
expression face, and gestures. Your in- 
terest will kindle his; but not expect 
start flame unless you have the spark. 
cannot inspire unless first all 
feel. not matter just presenting 
the material, but sharing experience. 
Furthermore, the way feel about 
matter influenced awareness how 
others feel about it. catch the tone 
the company are with. Therefore 
the child feels that entering into 
your own love for God, that this Friend 
his your Friend too, his spiritual re- 
sponsiveness will much keener. 

Exterior devotion another important 
factor considered, since the outward 
expression helps awaken corresponding 
inward feeling. must provide en- 
vironment fostering reverence. The clasp- 
ing the hands, casting down the eyes, 
and bowing the head the teacher are 
instinctively copied the child and 
deepen the feeling respect. Sometimes 
just the reminder “With whom are 
going talk?” creates favorable atmos- 
phere. well draw parallel between 
converse with God and conduct toward 
human friend. “Would you turn your back 
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upon your best friend had something 
important tell you?” “If you invited 
Johnny your house, would you run off 
and leave him all alone?” “How would 
you act President Roosevelt came 
visit you?” “But this God Himself who 
listening us.” There are innumerable 
occasions for helping the child become 
increasingly aware God reality. 
not matter systematic teaching, 
but rather experiencing. atti- 
tude with which our whole system edu- 
cation should impregnated. 

Formal prayer often poorly connected 
with life. This due the fact that the 
formula learned advance feeling 
need for it. This type prayer must 
based upon experience. Again must 
first create the mind the child the 
desire for prayer, overflow deep in- 
ward feeling that craves expression. Drill 
upon the form alone will not arouse such 
feeling. For this reason advisable 
have every prayer that taught evolve 
from story. Again, wise teacher, remem- 
ber that you cannot convey what you 
yourself not feel. Live the story with 
the child, make clear that concerns 
actual persons and places. This not 
easy task, for Bible history deals with 
customs and events far removed from 
modern life. this connection, pictures 
are invaluable, especially there in- 
telligent discussion features not ob- 
served the first glance. Imagery can 
stimulated wise use questions which 
suggest pictures set the child searching 
However, visualization not the only type 
sensory imagery; let not neglect the 
auditory and even the olfactory senses. 
“How would Jesus’ voice sound when 
was speaking the children? What sounds 
would you hear during the triumphal entry 
into Jerusalem? What fragrance could you 
notice the garden where Mary met the 
risen Lord?” Questions such these may 
help make scene vivid and thus en- 
rich the experience. Through the power 
imagery, the child may translate into vivid 
realities each episode the story; may 
even imagine experiences the exact coun- 
terpart which has never known. 

this way considerable amount 
feeling stirred up.

The story her intercession not only 
simplifies, but invests with significance the 
meaning “advocate,” and since this 
the essence the “Salve, Regina,” here 
excellent introduction for the teach- 
ing that prayer. Thus the actual ex- 
planation difficult words need not de- 
tract from the underlying them. 
Perhaps this method takes more time, but 
the intensity effort secured makes 
for better learning when the routine drill 
begun. Then, too, impression made 
vivid and attractive this manner apt 
more lasting. The form will longer 
merely bare thing, stripped its 
connections, for association with 
experience will have given real mean- 
ing. the “Act Faith” has evolved 
from the story doubting Thomas, re- 
membrance his unbelief will stimulate 
rush faith atonement when that 
prayer said; the words, “My Lord and 
God,” the moment Consecration 
will gain new fervor, uttered one who 
has not seen, but has believed. Even the 
brief grace meals assumes deeper sig- 
nificance has been developed from the 
story the miracle the loaves and 
fishes, the simplest telling which usually 
proves thoroughly entrancing.

Visualizing such series pictures will 
avoid distraction when the words 
the prayer are familiar that they 
tend become automatic. 

Although the initial drive toward the 
learning the prayer will serve 
“self-starter,” constant repetition the 
words will necessary fix them. After 
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the form has been presented whole, 
one phrase time may actively 
effecting variety the manner repeti- 
tion will promote alertness. Careful atten- 
tion should given word meanings and 
enunciation. rule, child anxious 
learn prayer, impelled his desire 
win social approval. One little chap, after 
mastering the wording the Lord’s 
Prayer, inquired when could begin 
learn the other 31; his mother had told 
him she said prayers every night. 

Yet mere form mastery, 
fect, not enough. Our ultimate purpose 
friendship with God, communion with 
the Unseen. This personal secret 
the soul, attained each one for him- 
self, true; yet can provide situa- 
tions which help the child advance 
little along the way. When the group 
prayers are said, they should made 
pointed with certain childlike intentions 
for which offer them; problems 
learning, discipline, health needs, family 
solicitude. Tangible material blessings are 
the ones first sought because children live 
world objectivity. However, the 
teacher should ready guide the child 
out this early stage where prayer 
kind magic, into fuller, more spiritual 
plane. Lead Tom ask, not for 100 per 
cent arithmetic, but for strength 
stick his problem till solved. Help 
Mary see that bargaining with God 
rid her that toothache foolish; she 
needs His support repressing the grum- 
ble and whine. this very simple fashion 
the child will advancing his desire 
mold his will harmony with God’s. Sug- 
gest also, the sharing with God one’s 
joys well one’s troubles. Our com- 
munion with God not limited lan- 
guage; moment surging happiness, 
brief “Thank you, dear Jesus,” suff- 
cient bring into close sympathy with 
our Divine Friend. 

Brief aspirations this sort prove very 
useful means making prayer really 
function everyday life. first the 
teacher may need cite specific situations 
when certain ejaculations could said. 
child’s day full joys and disappoint- 
ments and that brief “All for Thee, 
God,” may help develop equanimity 
spirit and prevent oversensitiveness. Give 
definite suggestions: 

when you are running for the 
swing, Helen beats you it, just say 
help me,” keep you from getting 
angry. 

Here’s test see whether you are 
really humble. you fail, say the prayer, 
Jesus, meek and humble heart, 

Make heart like unto Thine. 

obey cheerfully? get puffed when 
praised? take criticisms 

Whenever you want give ex- 
cuse, whenever you feel like excusing your- 
self instead taking the blame, just say: 
“Jesus, help strong.” 

You don’t like washing dishes? Just 
whisper “I’m doing this for You, dear 
Jesus” before you start and that hateful 
task will turn into gold. 

Show them how use this Midas touch 
forgiving someone who has treated them 
unkindly, making neat spelling paper. 
telling the truth when lie would come 
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handy. This means the gradual estab- 
detinite conduct life. Does 
not the ultimate test the value prayer 
lie the conduct the one who prays? 
Our prayers should stir deeds; our 
love tor God should become motive force 
for action.

Lessons About Newspapers 


Editor’s Note. The following lessons are 
adapted from series outlines published 
the Wisconsin State Board Vocational 
Education. are very for the 
Board’s permission use this excellent 
material. 


LESSON CONTENTS THE 
NEWSPAPER 
Aims. give pupils opportunity 
tell what they know about the contents 
newspaper, examine and read news- 
paper thoughtfully, prepare for judg- 
ment upon newspapers, and give prac- 
tice reading, writing, and spelling. 
Materials. For each pupil copy the 
current issue local newspaper, paper 
and pencil, loose-leaf notebook. 


Exercise 

When you read newspaper, what 
you read first? 

What you find newspaper? 

Let the pupils make list depart- 
ments and subjects treated the news- 
paper. Give each item the list num- 
ber; e.g., politics, local news, state 
news, national news, world news, 
business, religion, agriculture, etc. 
The list may compiled the class 
while the teacher writes the items the 
blackboard. any case, the final draft 
should copied into the notebook. 


Exercise 


Examine copy daily newspaper. 
Beside each item the paper place the 
number the classification from the list 
made 


Exercise world news, 


sports, etc. you find any items not in- 
cluded the terms your list, add 
new term the list. 

For this exercise through the paper 
rapidly starting with column page 
Give each pupil his turn classifying 
item and call for volunteers discuss dis- 
puted items. The final list items should 
copied into the notebook. 


Exercise 

Select item the first page your 
newspaper. Decide how many the terms 
the list made Exercise apply this 
item. 

Studying the list kinds items you 
will see that some the terms show the 
purpose the article; e.g., news, editorial. 
Some tell the subject; e.g., accident, mar- 
riage. Some indicate the place where the 
article importance interest; e.g., 
local, state, national, world. Classify the 
important items your paper under: pur- 
pose, place, subject. 

When pupils stumble over word the 
exercise, have them place that word 
special section the notebook and famil- 
iarize themselves with it.

Aims. give the pupils basis for 
judging the usefulness newspapers for 
various purposes. compare newspapers 
regard the emphasis they place upon 
various subjects. 

Assignments and Procedure. Give each 
pupil newspaper. Tell him count the 
number columns reading matter, ex- 
clusive advertisements. 
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Count the number columns devoted 
each the subjects listed Exercise 
(politics, local news, world news, religion, 
education, sports, etc.). 

Rule notebook page with tabular head- 
ings, thus: Name Paper, Politics, Local 
News, World News, Religion, Education, 
Sports, Crime, Total Columns 
Reading Matter. 

List first this sheet the figures you 
have determined for the paper you exam- 
ined. Then list the figures reported the 
other members the class for other 
papers. 

The teachers should help the weaker 
pupils compiling their figures. 

Here have the basis for profitable 
discussion the relative value various 
types news. Each pupil now ready 
work out system for getting the impor- 
tant news from the paper without waste 
time. Ask the pupils which the items 
sample paper they should try re- 
member, which ones, any, they should 
not read all, etc.

The Instruments 
Rhythm Sticks 

Clothespins may used. Held palm hand, between thumb 
and fingers, back hands toward the floor. Loose wrists; two 
sticks time, “Tap! Tap!” For single time, tap once for each 
beat. For double time, tap twice for each beat. 

Triangle 

sustained tone, the second syllable a-way” 
play the clapper inside the upper part the triangle 
and rapidly strike both sides double the rhythm. 

For accent percussion accompany the drum, especially 
the strong beats, strike the triangle from the outside 
single time. 

Bells 

Jingle Clogs, bells stiff-leather handle similar 
baby’s rattle. rattle from the dime store may 
substituted. 

Sleigh Bells, wrist band. 

For single time, shake with short sharp stroke made 
turning hand and wrist through about one fourth circle 
straight down about three inches this seems easier. 

For double time, shake vigorously with turning motion 
the forearm from left right. (Some attach the sleigh-bell type 
strap with adjustable holes. This fastened securely around 
the wrist and the child [girl] plays extending arms upward 
arc and shaking wrists. Sleigh bells are more popular with 
children than jingle 

Bird Whistles

Hold block left hand, about halfway between wrist and 
shoulder, with open side toward player, and the holes top.

There can question that the first and most important 
consideration the planning, construction, and maintenance 
school building that safety. This not only means that the 
several exits and stairways must devised afford the 
expeditious and safe removal the occupants from the building 
time danger, but constant precaution against conditions that 
cause fire hazards must practiced. 

comment thereon, may once said that country 
the world has experienced greater fire losses, both the de- 
struction human lives and property, than has this country. And 
here comes into play the fact that the school interests the 
United States have suffered some horrible losses precious chil- 
dren’s lives and valuable school properties. One need only re- 
minded the Collinwood, Ohio, schoolhouse, March 1908, 
causing the death 160 children; Peabody, Mass., October 28, 
1915, killing children; Camden, C., pupils and parents; 
Hobart, Okla., December 24, 1924, persons; Bath, Mich., 
May 18, 1927, children, etc., order realize that schools 
are interested the subject fire prevention. 

Statistics compiled the National Board Fire Underwriters 
covering school-fire losses for the past five years establish the 
chief causes the following order: (1) defective heating appara- 
tus; (2) spontaneous ignition; (3) defective chimneys and flues; 
(4) sparks the roof; (5) smoking; (6) defective 
electrical wiring; (7) lightning. The greater number fires 
originate from overheated furnaces, boilers, stoves. 

The loss human lives schoolhouse fires has been mainly 
due defective stairways. the lack ready exits, and the tur- 
moil incident crowd that has become panic-stricken. 

The introduction the so-called Fire Prevention Week, observed 
during the month October, has been followed the introduc- 
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tion programs classrooms designed instruct the teachers 
and pupils the matter fire prevention and their conduct 
time danger. 

Thus, Fire Prevention Week (October 10), deserves the 
attention the Pastors and Sisters. There should some en- 
lightenment the subject every classroom. Sisters should 
equip themselves with literature the subject. The local fire 
departments should called upon for instructive talks. Members 
school-and-home organizations likewise should concern them- 
selves all that will make for the safety the school structures. 

Those authority should not hesitate make periodical in- 
spections school buildings, order discover the hazards 
that they may eliminate them, least reduce them 
minimum. Those intrusted with the mental and moral welfare 
the school children are also intrusted with their physical well- 
being and safety. Every schoolhouse must sanitary and safe, 
and thus guard both teachers and pupils against calamitous and 
destructive danger.
